• "NOT GUILTY." 

The finding of the Royal Commission 
in the Kootenay Slander Case is pub- 
lished this morning. The unanimous 
verdict of the Commissioners is "not 
guilty," and Mr. Elliott stands before 
the country to day with his reputation 
as an officer of the crown and a gentle- 
man unsullied. Mr. Elliott "did not," 
say* the Commissioners, "ofler Mr. 
Gallagher §1000 and the Govern- 
ment constahleship filled by George A. 
Kelly, worth §1100 a year, and in- 
side of three months the best position 
in the gift of the Government." The 
Commissioners further say that al- 
though Mr. Elliott did, by letter to 
Father Fouquet, intimate that Mr. 
Gallagher might have the constable- 
ship of Kootenay in case he determin- 
ed to resign his seat, and Mr. Kelly 
the constahleship, that Mr. Elliott teas 
actuated by no corrupt or improper mo- 
tive in making such offer." The Com- 
missioners further say that in conse- 
quence of an oiler made by Mr. Kelly 
to Mr. Gallagher and the manner in 
which that offer was commented upon 
at Kootenay, that Messrs. Galiiraith 
and Gallagher in making the charges 
had a "conscientious belief in the truth 
of the allegations which they made." 
Thus ends in steam the tempest in the 
Kootenay teapot. It was a paltry 
affair, but it was used to advantage in 
defeating the late Government and 
placing their -successors in office. Per- 
haps, in the eyes of politicians of shady 
reputations, the end to be attained jus- 
tified the means; but to men without 
the political arena the prosecution will 
be regarded as having "sailed rather 
near the wind." We always asserted that 
the charges against Mr. Elliott were 
not susceptible of proof; but the good 
old English maxim that every man is 
innocent till he has been proved guilty 
was reversed by his prosecutors, and 
he was found guilty and executed po- 
litically before the evidence had been 
taken! The finding of the Commission- 
ers possesses infinitely greater value 
than if their verdict had been rendered 
by a jury drawn from the body of 
citizens at large. The Commission was 
composed of gentlemen who hold the 
highest legal position in the Province. 
It comprised the Supreme Court judges 
who have the advantage of legal train- 
ing, and have had long experience in 
weighing and sifting evidence. More- 
over, they have no political bias and by 
the very nature of their high positions 
are removed from influences that might 
be supposed to sway other men in 
arriving at a decision. We congratu- 
late Mr. Elliott on the result of the 
severe ordeal through which ho has been 
called on to pass upon the flimsiest of 
causes; and although in one sense he 
has been the loser, he will stand high- 
er in the estimation of his fellow- 
citizens than ever before.

LICENTIOUS JOURNALISM. 

A few weeks ago the public were 
shocked at the publication of the par- 
ticulars of a dreadful murder on the 
streets of Portland, Oregon, in broad 
daylight, under circumstances of 
a peculiarly atrocious character. The 
family of a respectable journalist of 
that city had been assailed through the 
columns of a licentious newspaper in a 
gross and indecent manner; and upon 
the husband and father meeting the 
libeller on the public streets, and at- 
tempting to chastise him for the cruel 
outrage, he was shot down by the man 
who had first stolen the good name of 
his virtuous family, and then deliber- 
ately deprived their natural protector 
of his life. It came out in Court that 
the murderer for many weeks had as 
sailed the character of his intended 
victim in the hope of inducing a con- 
flict, in the event of which he was al- 
ways prepared to assassinate the man 
he iiad marked out for destruction. 
These assaults being treated with silent 
contempt, the wretch, in pursuance of 
his sinister object to remove a man 
from his path whose only crime con- 
sisted in being a successful business 
rival, proceeded ■ to assail his 
family. This crowning insult had the 
hoped-for effect. It proved the feather 
that broke the patience of the gentle- 
man. He had submitted without com 
plaint to have his own name dragged 
in the mire; but his indignation broke 
through all restraint when those who 
were clearer to him than existence were 
attacked, and he yielded up his life in 
a vain attempt to chastise the armed 
bravo who had invited the attack. 
The law has taken the assassin in 
hand. lie will shortly be placed on 
trial for murder; and public opinion 
has been brought to bear so heavily 
upon the nowspaper that was the 
medium for the promulgation of the 
attack on a decent family that within 
the past few days the owners have been 
forced to retire from an honorable pro- 
fession they had disgraced. 



Editor Colonist: — That is the name 
of a local organ. It represents the 
Local Government, but not the people. 
The Government do nothing and it is fit 
to represent their significance. In a 
country where the Standard can be sold 
or circulated the wooden-nutmeg-maker 
could surely sell his nutmegs and make 
a fortune. * Its first and last pages con- 
tain nothing but advertisements: half of 
them deadheads. Its second page con- 
tains the editorial music — a jumble of 
words without idea; and the third page 
is produced by the scissors editor. He's 
a tip-top hand at selecting uninterest- 
ing scraps. Give him a sackful of 
diamonds and rotten fruit, and I'll 
wager a dollar he won't touch a diam- 
ond and that he will stuff the organ 
with decayed rubbish. He knows his 
customers and they know nothing of 
diamonds. In France, where the peo- 
ple aro quick to perceive and full of 
intelligence, the Standard translated 
would be used as a test in lunatic 
asylums, the unfortunates who would 
continue to read it would be kept in 
straight waistcoats, and the patients it 
dlagustoi would be instantly discharged 
The people of this Province are suppos- 
ed to be educated, but I venture to say 
that the people who pay for the Stan 
dard, and read it, cannot read the 
catechism. Die circulation of that 
screaming organ is a sign of our civiliza- 
tion. Ask any man who pays for it 
why he takes such a paper and he says 
"I belong to the Government party — 
anything is better than nothing] P>ut 
is the Standard anything'' Oh! 
yes, it is the local organ. It represent 
the Government. It contains the essence 
of the wisdom which exists in the 
heads of our three Provincial states 
men. Isn't the essenco of wisdom h 
horrible thing? Tho • essence of pota 
toe, raised in Ireland, is wit, Every 
one knows that is a fact. Does it 
justify me in saying that brains made 
of Irish potatoes would be more useful 
than the brains out of which the organ 
grinder gets his music? A list of the 
names of those who pay for the Stan- 
dard, if published all over the Prov 
ince, would bo very useful information 
for those persona who have wooden 
nutmegs for sale. Is it possible to get 
a copy of the subscription list? Bis- 
marck says "this is the age of iron.' 
If he were one of us, and a British 
Columbian, and chanced to pick up the 
Standard he would exclaim "this is the 
njje of brass."

The Wright ledge oro will mill $20 at a 
depth of 20 feet. A new ledgo of decom- 
posed quart;: was discovered by a man 
named Fox, while culling a road from the 
mill, and at a depth of ;!0 feet rock that 
will assay from §200 to $300 to tho ton 
was reached. Tn tho Walker ledge tho 
rock has di feet face with $10 rock. 
Messrs Watson & Nason have a continua- 
tion of ore of the Enterpri.se ledges, 
which prospects well. 

Mr. Indorstroth worked tho Hixon 
Creek rock (24 tons) in the four-stamp 
null, and tho yield was g40 to tho ton. 
Tho gold is 535 lino and the balance sil- 
ver. The Quesnollo Quartz Mining Com- 
pany on Hixon Crock have borrowed five 
Stamps from tho Cariboo Company, and 
will proceed to erect them on their claim 
immediately.

To His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Britkh Columbia. 
May it please Your Honour: — 

The undersigned Commissioners, ap- 
pointed by Royal Commission, ad- 
dressed to them under the Great .Seal 
of tho Province of British Columbia, 
bearing tho date of tho Gth day of 
April, A. D. 1878, have tho honor to 
rt.port — 

1. That they mot in tho Commission 
Rooms, at tho Court llouso, Victoria, 
on the Oth day of April last, to make 
preparations for the discharge of tho 
duties imposed upon thoni by the Com- 
mission. 

2. The Commission was then inau- 
gurated, find tho course of proceedings 
settled; and the 13th day of April 
was appointed for entering upon the 
examination of witnesses. 

.'1. Tho Commissioners, at an early 
stage of (ho enquiry they were en- 
joined to make, ascertained that the 
conduct of it would bo loft entirely in 
their hands, uutrnmmeled by instruc- 
tions or directions of a departmental 
or oilier nature. 

4. They invited tho aid of flu; Mem- 
bers bringing the accusation (Messrs. 
Gallagher and Galbraitb) in tho ex- 
amination and cross-examination of 
witnossos, and allowed them, as pro- 
moters, the same, indeed greater, lati- 
tude in the mode of proceeding than 
tho recognized ollicors of Courts of 
Justice are allowed in ordinary judi- 
cial investigations; and also gave Mr. 
McCreight, Q. C, counsel for Mr. At- 
torney-General Elliott, a like latitude 
for defence 

5. This course appeared to the Com- 
missioners to be just, and in accordance 
with what they believed to bo the 
wishes of tho House of Assembly, as 
set forth by Your Honour in the Reso- 
lution transmitted for the guidance of 
the Commissioners. 

G. Their first public sittings were 
held in the Court Room, James' Bay, 
on the 13th day of April, 1878. 

7. Notices of each public sitting were 
regularly sent and delivered to the At- 
torney-General for the time being, the 
promoters, and other the parties inter- 
ested. 

8. In the prosecution of the enquiry, 
the Commissioners first called beforo 
them such persons as they had reason 
to believe could give any information 
on the subject of it, or otherwise facili- 
tate the investigation, commencing with 
those in Victoria, especially the accus- 
ers and accused. 

0. In order to proceed with the great- 
est possible economy, and lay a proper 
basis for further enquiry, they called a 
public sifting and first examined on 
oath Charles Gallagher, M. P. P., for 
Kootenay ; Robert Leslie Thomas Gal- 
braitb, M. P. P., for Kootenay ; the 
Honourable James Trimble, Speaker of 
the House of Assembly ; the Iionoura- 
ble Andrew C. Elliott, Attorney-Gen- 
eral; and the Honourable Forbes George 
Vernon, Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works. 

10. From these they obtained the 
names of such persons residing at 
Kootenay, or at Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington Territory, United .States, as 
would be likely to throw a light upon 
the subject. The Rev. Fathor Fouquet, 
Mr. George Kelly of Kootenay, Mr. 
George Daercs, of Walla Walla," Wash- 
ington Territory, and other persons, 
were named in that behalf. 

11. With the object of economy in 
view, the Commissioners then arranged 
to dispatch carefully framed interroga-

| Kelly, and Dacres, to be answered in 
writing, in order to ascertain whether 
I the evidence •which all or any of these 
: gentlemen could give would bo of suf- 
ficent importance to warrant the Coni- 
misssioners in incurring the expense of 
summoning them from such- remote 
i portions of the Province to Victoria. 
1 i. On receipt of the answers to the 
interrogatories, and on ascertaining the 
I importance of their testimony, tho 
j Commissioners drew from the Public 
j Treasury, in accordance with tho un- 
i derstanding mentioned in paragraph .'5, 
| and in the form specially prescribed 
i by the Treasury, the sum voted from 
i all sources, of $1,100 on the account of 
! the §2,000 voted for the enquiry by the 
i House. 

1 13. Summonses were then sent to 
the Rev. Father Leon Fouquet, George 
i Alonzo Kelly, and George Dacres; and 
i requisition was made on the Local Gov- 
ernment to provide the further funds 
j necessary to conduct the enquiry eflbc- 
j lively to a conclusion, 
i 14. In the interval, a new House 
| having been summoned and a change of 
I Government having taken place, and 
| the House having re-voted the balance 
unexpendod of the .$2,000 devoted to 
the enquiry, the Commission resumed 
its labors. 

15. Besides the witnesses present in 
Victoria, all persons who could throw 
the most light on tho special charge 
under investigation ware examined as 
soon u.H tho great distances between 
Victoria and Kootenay and Walla 
Walla would permit, viz., George Al- 
onzo Kelly, on the 5th of July; Rev. 
Father Fouquet, on 30th of August; 
and George Dacros, on ISth September. 

16. Numerous private sittings of the 
Commission were necessarily held, to 
make all the proper arrangements from 
time to tinie for its conduct, and pre- 



pare interrogatories, and otherwise 
direct its proceedings to a definite issue. 

17. The Commission closed its sittings 
for taking evidence — including the 
inauguratory sitting, six in number — 
on the 18th of September. 

18. All the sittings for taking evi- 
dence were public and open, and ac- 
commodation was provided for report- 
ers of the public press. 

10. The Commissioners have en- 
deavored, in obedience to the require- 
ments of the Commission, to obtain 
from the witnesses all tho evidence 
pertinent to the subject matter of the 
enquiry which they were able to give. 

20. This evidence is contained in the 
depositions — eight in number — and in 
certain documents annexed to this re- 
port, or sent herewith. 

21. From an examination anil con- 
sideration of the whole evidence, and of 
the bearing and manner of the wit- 
nesses, the Commissioners are of 
opinion — 

That the then Leader of tho Gov- 
ernment, tho Hon. Andrew O. Elliott, 
did not offer Mr. Gallagher $1,000 and 
the Government constableship filled by 
George A. Kelly, worth $1,100 ii 
year, and inside of throe months tin- 
best position in the gift of tho Govern- 
ment. 

Rut that he did by letter, bearing 
date the 16th of July, 1*77, to and 
through the Rev. Father Fouquet, in- 
timate to Mr. Gallagher that he might 
have the constableship at Kootenay in 
case be determined to resign his seat, 
and Mr, Kelly resign th- constable- 
ship, ft is to be remembered that 
Mr. Kelly would be obliged to resign ' 
his ofKee before ho could present him- | 
self to the constituency. Constitution 
Act, 767/, Section 10.' 

That Mr. Elliott was actuated by no 
corrupt or improper motive in making i 
such offer. But in view of the unus- 
ual channel adopted by (he Leader of 
the Government for communicating | 
with Mr. Gallagher, as a member of j 
the Opposition, and of the further di- 
rect oiler by Mr. Kelly of $1,000 to 
Mr. Gallagher to induce him to re- I 
sign his seat, and from the public man- I 
uer in which that oiler was spoken of 
and commented on at Kootenay by j 
Mr. Kelly and other,-:, we think that 
tho two Kootenay representatives, 
Messrs. Gallagher and Galbraith, ap- 
parently had grounds for tho impres- 
sion under which they acted, and for a 
conscientious belief in the truth of the 
allegations which they made in their 
places in the House, and which cul- 
minated in (he charge under investi- 
gation. 

22. Tho Commissioners append a 
statement of the sums expended by I 
them, with the vouchers annexed, 
showing a balance remaining in their 
hands, and beg to enclose a cheque for 
$131. '13, the amount thereof. It will 
be observed that, in the statement of 
sums expended, the Commissioners 
have taken no credit for any allow- 
ances for their own services. The 
balance of $131.53 is, of course, quite 
inadequate to defray these, at least on 
tlio scale hitherto allowed in the Prov- 
ince, as in tho several other Commis- 
sions issued here during the past few 
years. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

"Years ago the meu-about-town of 
the western city of Marageo resolved i 
to have a club. The city was of a quite 
respectable size, the fashionable center 
of hundreds of miles of territory, and 
they thought they must have a club. 
To think was to act with those fellows, 
and in less than six months the Wash- 
ington club was formed after the most 
approved Eastern models, and in run- 
ning order. Members were elected by 
the usual ballot system, but for the 
first year of its existence not a single 
objectionable man had been proposed, 
and black balls were useless appendages 
to the club's paraphernalia. About 
fourteen months after the club's birth, 
Albert Smith, a somewhat shiftless and 
decidedly small specimen of humanity, 
proposed Jonathan Wilder, to the as- 
tonishment and indignation of the vast 
majority of members.

" 'Get out of my way, you mouse,' 
roared the big fellow shoving him 
aside, and up he wont four steps at a 
time. 

* 'Entering the. council chamber 
Wilder bowed all round to the aston- 
ished clubsters, and locking the door 
put the key in his pocket. 

" 'My friend Mr. Smith,' he said, 
smiling blandly upon them, 'tells me 
I'm a I 'listed gosling on this here club 
business. Now I don't believo that no 
how,' he remarked, seating himself at 
the lower end of the table. 

"No one said a word; they were all 
thunder struck at his audacity, and 
having their dress clothes on not one of 
them had a pistol. 

" 'As 1 jest remarked, I don't believe 
Smith, said AVilder, still smiling — as 
he spoke he gently reached around to 
his pistol pocket and eighty-five heads 
ducked below the table with astonish- 
ing unanimity. 

" 'Mr. Smith I know will excuse me 
for not taking his solitary word for 
this outrageous proceeding,' quoth 
Wilder apologetically, with his hand 
still in his pocket; 'I must hear it from 
your own lips, gentlemen.' 

" Not a soul moved, and each man 
waited for the bark of Wilder's seven- 
shooter.

"'Mister Second Vice,' called the 
big fellow, in dulcet tones, 'did you 
drop one on me,' was the question, as 
Wilder carelessly pointed tho pistol to- 
ward him. 

" ' No, 'pon my soul, no,' and down 
went number two under the safe shel- 
ter of the mahogany. 

" In this way Wilder called and 
questioned each member, but to a man 
they denied having black-balled him. 

" ' Then, gentlemen,' exclaimed Wil- 
der, as they all resumed their chairs, 'I 
can't see but I'm an out-and-out elected 
member of your honorable body.' 

" ' With that he opened thedoorand 
rang for the head waiter, who appeared 
with suspicious alacrity. 

" ' George, my boy,' said this auda- 
cious new member, ' is dinner ready V 

" ' Yes sir,' answered George, prompt- 
ly 

" ' Then serve it here and be quick 
about it.' 

"And George vanished. 

"While all this was going on the 
men sat dumbfounded in their chairs 
completely in the hands of Wilder. 
Then, as the ludicrousncss of the situa- 
tion dawned upon them, peal after peal 
of laughter rang out, albeit more than 
one there was determined to make 
Wilder pay dearly for his audacity on 
the morrow. Their anger, however, 
was considerably softened when the 
new member's initial dinner appeared. 
Such a perfectly magnificent spread 
had never been seen there before. And 
as for the wines, they were simply per- 
fect, having been imported at enormous 
expense by Wilder in anticipation of 
his entrance into the club. 

" Before the dinner was half over most 
of the members began to think Wilder 
not a bad kind of a fellow after all; 
and when the toasts were being drank 
more than one remarked confidentially 
to his neighbor that 'lie wash a dashed 
good flow with losh cheek, but (hie) 
any 'mount, go im' and that his winesh 
were, egad, number one. 

"In fact, the whilom rejected mem- 
ber ere long became, through the magic 
of his gold and really sterling qualities, 
a prime favorite with tho whole club, 
and by common consent all records of 
the black ballot were swept away and 
Wilder was elected properly as a member 
of the Washington.

British Flout Boforo Constantinople. 

[Abridged from the London Times, Oct 14.] 

•On the occasion of the departure of 
the British fleet for the now anchorage 
at Artaki Bay, as it sailed on the first 
day of Bairam, one of the two great 
Turkish holidays of the year, the Ad- 
miral probably considered that it would 
be wanting in courtesy to leave tho 
neighborhood without firing a salute, 
and His Imperial Majesty the Sultan 
never having seen the fleet near at hand 
thought to afford him tho opportunity 
for doing so by appearing with his 
ships off the Golden Horn. It was ar- 
ranged that the ships on leaving the 
anchorage should proceed first towards 
Seraglio Point, and then steaming up 
the Bosphorus as far as Leander's 
Tower, there alter " course in succes- 
sion," and pass out again into the Mar- 
mora. Punctually at half-past six the 
the Alexandra was " away," and pro- 
coeding slowly so as to allow the other 
vessels to take up their stations "a line 
ahead" was soon formed, with the 
Alexandra leading, the Research next 
astern, and behind her the Agincourt 
and Invincible. The Condor and He- 
licon both preceded the fleet, the first 
to tako up a bertb. off Toplmnch as tho 
senior officer in the Bosphorus, and the 
other to land dispatches; the remaining 
small craft, Cygnet, accompanying the 
ironclads, stationed on tho port beam 
of the line, as repeating ship for the 
signals. The course first steered upon 
leaving the islands took tho squadron 
over to Coom Capu, a suburb of Con- 
stantinople, outside Seraglio Point. 
Within a few hundred yards of the 
shore, the signal wns made to " alter 
course in succession," the Research be- 
ing directed to stand on until clear of 
the lino, and then to make the best of 
her way down the Marmora, until pick- 
ed up again by the squadron. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief thus wisely avoided 
the risk of a collision, of which there 
might have been danger in manoeuvring 
in the strong current of the Bosphorus 
with a dummy in point of speed such 
as the Research is in company with a 
long ship like the Agincourt. The 
Research might have been placed, it is 
true, at the end of the line; but this 
would have given a very straggling 
appearance to it, on account of her 
dropping astern as soon as she began to 
stem the current. Tho three large 
iron-clads steamed on steadily past 
Seraglio Point, until they were well 
within tho view of all who cared to see 
at Constantinople or its suburbs, and 
no doubt there was much misgiving in 
sonic minds as to our intentions. Near 
Leander's Tower, the lighthouse stand- 
ing on a rock, a short distance from the 
shore at Scutari, with the Golen Horn 
well open, and Dolmabagtche Palace at 
no great distance in full view, the 
Alexandra, altering course sixteen 
points to starboard, performed a grace- 
ful curve, and stood down again for the 
Marmora, firing a Royal salute as she 
passed Seraglio Point at the entrance 
to the Bosphorus. The Agincourt and 
Inviilcible followed the motions of 
the "flag" in all but firing 
the salute, and as they swept 
rapidly round and passed out 
of Constantinople's celebrated channel, 
the Turks had the opportunity of see- 
ing how easily these large vessels can 
be handled when constant practice has 
given confidence to those in command 
and a complete knowledge of the ves- 
sel's behaviour in all circumstances. 
The flagship and her consort soon over- 
hauled tho Research and little Cygnet, 
and, re-forming, the whole squadron 
proceeded for Artaki Bay. Little is 
known of this new anchorage of the 
fleet beyond the fact that its affording 
tolerably good holding ground and par- 
tial shelter against all winds but those 
between southwest and northeast. The 
anchorage is at the head of a gulf, not 
like that of Samio, with its upper part 
almost a lake, by the closing in of the 
land on either side, but one of no great 
length, and with a wide open mouth, 
ready for the reception of the heavy 
sea sent rolling in by the westerly 
gales, which during the winter months 
alternate with strong northeasterly 
winds along this shore.
